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In Joseph Allen’s book titled Sand Castles, he 
calls the art of sand sculpture “a gauntlet thrown 
in the face of reality.” Its whimsical, ephemeral 
nature frees the imagination and reminds us of 
our youth. The castle on the cover, an example 
of drip sculpting, was built by Mark Van Stone 
of Portsmouth, New Hampshire.

A Message from the Auction Director 



Welcome to the kickoff of our exciting 1982 
auction schedule. The Florida United 
Numismatists Sale traditionally attracts keen 
collector/investor interest and spirited bid¬ 
ding, and this year promises to be no excep¬ 
tion. To ensure widespread involvement, New 
England is offering many spectacular 
numismatic entries. 

The Charlotte Mint was a short-lived regional 
facility established during the whirlwind days 
of the Southern Appalachian Gold Rush of 
the 1830’s. We are presenting a complete set of 
Charlotte Gold from that early pioneer 
period. This set (part of The Orchard Hill 
Collection) is replete with coins either finest 
known or among the finest known of their 
dates, and most are graded in the Mint 
State-60 range. 

Among the 103 pieces from the collection is 
the fabulous 1849-C $1 Open Wreath, one of 
only three known to exist. Also here is an 


1842 %1Vi Gold piece; a lovely 1855-C $2tt; 
an 1839-C $5 in choice Mint State; 
and 1842 $5 Small and Large Date 
specimens, also in Mint State. 

Dahlonega, Georgia also built a branch mint 
in the 1850’s to accommodate its region’s 
miners. The Dahlonega Mint Gold Collection 
is a choice assemblage of material grading as 
high as Mint State-65. Specialists should take 
notice of the 1853-D $5 Gold piece, an 1861-D 
$1 and an 1856-D $1. 



Sprinkled liberally throughout the first two 
sessions of The 1982 F.U.N. Sale are pieces 
from The Dennis Heller Collection. Possibly 
the most significant pieces here are eight 
Draped Bust, Small Eagle Half Dollars, mint¬ 
ed only in the years 1796 and 1797. The 
grouping includes the 1797 Half in Extremely 
Fine-50, a Garrett specimen. Both the 15 and 
16-star varieties are featured as part of the 
Small Eagle Halves dated 1796. 


Other keynote coinage from the Heller

Large Cents (with the Chain 
reverse), the first official Large 
Cents struck at the U.S. 
Mint; four of America’s first 
dimes; two rare 1796 Quarters; 
and an historically significant 
1878 Carson City Trade Dollar, Mint State-67.

There is a 1569 
Taler from Cologne, beautifully toned in vir¬ 
tually Mint condition; a 1696 Schwarzburg 
Broad Taler showing the joined busts of King

rarest of the Bavarian Double Talers. 

This sale’s “grade conscious” collection of 
Mexican Eight Reales (over 400 pieces in all) 
spans the years 1740-1904, and covers virtual¬ 
ly all the mints issued from Mexico.

I. Buyer’s Charge 


A Buyer’s Charge of 10% on each individual lot will 
be added to all purchases made by all bidders and 
will be based upon the total amount of the final bid. 
THIS BUYER’S CHARGE WILL BE ADDED TO 
ALL INVOICES. 

IL Bidding 

Each lot will be sold to the highest bidder 
UNRESERVED at a slight advance over the next 
highest bid. In the event of floor disputes, the auc¬ 
tioneer’s determination shall be final. All bids are to 
be per lot; no lots will be broken. We reserve the 
right to reject any bid that we believe has not been 
submitted in good faith.

For example, a grade of 65/63 describes a coin with 
an obverse of Mint State'65 and a reverse of Mint 
State-63. Mishandled Proofs will be graded as any 
circulated coin, and may be classified as Proof-40 
(denoting an Extremely Fine coin) or Proof-55, etc.

Important Information 
For Mail Bidders 


Bidding by mail is a convenient and popular method 
of participating in a major rare coin auction. But 
successful mail bidding, like successful collecting, 
comes from knowledge. It is important for the mail 


bidder to know how mail bidding works, and how to 
use mail bidding forms (such as the New England 
Mail Bid Form enclosed in this catalog) to your best 
advantage. Below, you will find helpful information 
regarding New England’s mail bidding process, and 
some important hints on preparing a successful mail 
bid form. 

How New England Bidding 
Works 


New England Rare Coin Auctions’ mail bidding 
system has been structured with you, the bidder, in 
mind. It enables you to: 

1. Bid conveniently in the privacy of your own 
home. 

2. Obtain the lots you want as inexpensively as 
possible. With these goals in mind, New 
England’s numismatic staff follows these mail 
bidding procedures: 

When we receive your mail bid form, we will assign 
you a bidder number. Your bids are then 
transferred, along with your number, into New 
England’s computerized master bid book. For 
example, if you were assigned bidder #749, New 
England would record your bids in our master book 
as shown below. 



Our master bid book: Opening

Just before the auction, after all mail bids have been 
recorded in the master bid book, we also record what 
the opening bid will be for each lot in a column 
marked “Opening Bid”. Opening bids are 
determined by increasing the second highest bid re¬ 
ceived on a given lot by 5-10%. For example, in the 
illustration above, Lot 658 received mail bids of $250, 
$500 and $1,000. The second highest bid ($500) 
increased by 5-10% is $525. Therefore, $525 is the 
figure recorded in the “Opening Bid” column. 

At the auction, if there is no floor activity on the lot, 
you (as bidder #749) would be awarded the lot at 
$525. If there is floor activity on the lot, we will act as 
your agent and bid competitively for you. If the 
amount that we bid for you is not exceeded by a 
bidder on the floor, you will be awarded the lot 
wherever the bidding stopped. In every instance, we 
will try to obtain your lots as inexpensively as 
possible, and in no case will we exceed the amount 
you’ve indicated as your maximum bid (i.e. the 
amount recorded above your bidder number in our 
bid book) unless you so indicate on your mail bid 
sheet. 


For this reason, it is important that the bid you 
submit should be the absolute maximum that you 
would be willing to pay for that lot. You will not 
necessarily have to pay the full amount of that bid. 
As a matter of fact, nearly 70% of our mail bidders 
are awarded their successful purchases at less than 
their top bids. All of our auctions are unreserved, 
too. This means that every coin in our sale is sold to 
the highest bidder. No reserve bids are allowed.

A Guide to Successful Mail Bidding 


New England Rare Coin Auctions offers specialized 
services to help make your mail bidding experience a 
successful one. Our Exhibition Service offers you the 
opportunity to personally view lots before placing 
your bids. Our mail bidding process allows you to 
purchase coins at levels below your actual bids. But 
in helping to ensure a successful mail bidding ex¬ 
perience, there is one thing that you can do: read the 
Terms and Conditions of Sale carefully, and fill 
out your mail bid form with these hints in mind: 

I New England cannot be responsible for errors 
• made on your mail bid form, and mail bidders 
are legally bound to purchase any coins awarded to 
them at auction. Therefore, before filling out your 
mail bid form, plan your personal bidding program 
carefully. We suggest using a worksheet to write 
down all the coins from this sale that you’d like to 
bid on, and your maximum bids. When you’ve com¬ 
pleted your worksheet, review it, keeping your own 
finances in mind, and revise your bids accordingly. 
After finalizing your worksheet, fill out your mail bid 
form. This helps reduce errors on the form and 
enables New England to process your bids accurately 
and efficiently. If your bids have been submitted by 
phone, please send us a written confirmation. 

2 When deciding how much to bid for any given 
« coin, refer to current dealer price lists. Such 
lists will not tell you exactly how much to bid for the 
coins you want, but they will give you some indica¬ 
tion of realistic bidding levels. Of course, there may 


be some coins that you’ll want to try to obtain at 
“bargain” prices, but a solid knowledge of realistic 
bid levels will generally produce the most satisfying 
results. For example, a coin that is currently selling in 
dealers’ price lists for around $1,000 will probably 
not be won by a bid of under $800-$900, and by bid¬ 
ding in this range you run a high risk of losing the 
coin. You would have a much better chance of ob¬ 
taining the coin with a bid in the $1,000-$ 1,200 
range. 

3 Never bid more for any given coin than you 
• are willing to pay. Again, New England can¬ 
not be responsible for mail bid form errors and you 
are legally bound to purchase any coin awarded to 
you at auction. Therefore, please make sure that 
each bid you write down truly represents the max¬ 
imum amount you would be willing to pay for any 
given lot. 

4 If you wish to limit the total amount you’d like 
» to spend at this auction, please indicate that 
limit on your mail bid form. (New England has pro¬ 
vided a space for you to do so in the form’s left col¬ 
umn.) You may then record bids not to exceed three 
times the amount of the limit total figure. Additional 
bids may be submitted on a separate bid sheet. New 
England will execute your bids for you until your 
limit is reached, and lots will be purchased as far 
below bids as possible.

(6) 1723 Half¬ 
pennies, (2) G-4, (2) VG-8, (2) F-12. (2) 1724 Halfpennies, one G-4, the other 
VF-25, light corrosion. (Page 21 of the Guide Book) 

2 1773 Virginia Halfpenny, Periods after Georgivs, MINT STATE-65, obverse 
mellowing down to rich brown, reverse mostly red. (Page 22 of the Guide Book.) 
(black and white plate photo) 

3 1783 Nova Constellatio Copper, Pointed Rays, Small U.S., EXTREMELY 
FINE-45, popular issue struck in England for circulation in the colonies, hav¬ 
ing been engraved there by George Wyon. (Page 31 of the Guide Book.) 

4 1783 Nova Constellatio Copper, Pointed Rays, Small U.S., EXTREMELY 
FINE-40, glossy chocolate brown surfaces with numerous die cuds. (Page 31 
of the Guide Book.) 

5 1783 Nova Constellatio Copper, Pointed Rays, Small U.S., MINT STATE-60, 
toned a light brown with traces of lustre in the devices. Sharply struck with 
light obverse pitting. Rare and desirable. (Page 31 of the Guide Book.)

6 Lot of 5 Connecticut Cents: 1785 Bust Right, G-6, dark and granular; 1786 
Mailed Bust Left, VG-8, dark, cut at I of AUCTORI, smooth surfaces else¬ 
where; (2) 1787 Draped Bust Left, both G-4; 1788 Draped Bust Left, 
M.15.1/L.1, (R-4 in Miller, “possibly R-6” in EAC ’75), VG-8, light brown. A 
nice lot to explore, for the dedicated Connecticut specialist. (Page 39 of the 
Guide Book) 

7 1787 Connecticut Cent, Draped Bust Left, M.19-q4, R-2, FINE-12, light 
brown devices, darker fields exhibiting light porosity. Small rim dig on reverse 
at 8 o’clock. Characteristic weakness above date, caused by die failure in that 
area of the die. (Page 39 of the Guide Book) 

8 1787 Connecticut Cent, Draped Bust Left. M.33(l 1)/Z.13, High R-5, FINE-15, 
variety with diecrack over TO of AUCTORI and other areas of die failure. 
Pleasing even brown surfaces. Degree of actual wear suggests a higher grade. 
Overall much sharper and far more attractive than the 1975 EAC coin, (Lot 
*270) graded Very Fine and there referred to as “Best seen at auction in 
decades.” A coin that will bring delight to the specialist. (Page 39 of the 
Guide Book) (black and white plate photo) 


9 1787 Connecticut Cent, Mailed Bust Left, Horned Bust, M.4-L, VERY 
FINE-20, somewhat dark with a trace of porosity. Very attractive overall. Rare 
early die state, in which the “horn” is a thin crescent. Very similar to Lot *71 
Pine Tree EAC, February 2, 1975, this piece without the rim problems of that 
coin. (Page 39 of the Guide Book) 

10 1786 New Jersey Cent, Maris-17-K, R-5, VERY FINE-20, attractive light 
brown color. Struck over a Connecticut copper, date not discernible, but the 
undertype is clearly visible in several areas. Weakly struck at centers, with a 
few minor rim irregularities, probably the result of being struck over a poor 
quality Connecticut Cent, and very similar to Garrett Lot *1404, a 17K struck 
over a Connecticut Cent. Interesting in appearance and quality and, as noted 
in the Garrett catalog, “quite rare.” (Page 44 of the Guide Book) 

11 1786 New Jersey Cent, Maris-20N, R-4, VERY FINE-25, nice sharp detail 
and medium brown color. Shallow porosity affects both obverse and reverse 
surfaces. Scarce “Wide Shield” variety. (Page 44 of the Guide Book) 


RARE NEW JERSEY VARIETY 


12 1787 New Jersey Cent, Maris-41C, R-6, GOOD-4, dark porous surfaces. Bet¬ 
ter detailed on the obverse than reverse, a state normally seen on this rare 
variety. Once thought to be unique, this variety now commands R-6 rating, 
with the average piece being in this condition. The massive diecrack visible on 
the obverse may be one clue as to why the coin is such a rarity — the die may 
have broken up after only a few strikings. A rare variety, seldom offered any 
finer. (Page 44 of the Guide Book) 

13 1787 New Jersey Cent. Maris-53J, R-2, VERY FINE-20, minutely granular 
surfaces with medium dark tone, mottled on the reverse. Well detailed with 
nice even wear. Reverse J has sprigs at the base — an interesting variety. 
(Page 44 of the Guide Book) 

14 1787 New Jersey Cent, Maris-43P, VERY FINE-30, some minor uneveness of 
strike at 7 o’clock obverse and corresponding reverse areas. Nice brown color 
and an attractive example of the New Jersey coinage. (Page 44 of the 
Guide Book) (black and white plate photo) 

15 1788 New Jersey Cent, Head Facing Left, Maris-50F, R-4, VERY FINE-20, 
deep chocolate brown surfaces, some weakness of detail in shield. One 3mm 
mark running behind the horse’s head, possibly as made. Very scarce and 
popular type with horse’s head facing left rather than right as on most others. 
(Page 40 of the Guide Book) 

16 1786 Vermont Cent, RR-8, VERY GOOD-IO, popular landscape type with 
nice detail. Dark and somewhat porous planchet, yet better than many offered 
of this type, which are typically struck on incredibly bad planchets or over¬ 
struck on other coins (themselves of poor quality). (Page 46 of Guide Book)

GLOSSY MINT STATE KENTUCKY TOKEN 


17 (1792-1794) Kentucky Token, Plain Edge, MINT STATE-63, sharp detail with 
glossy Prooflike surfaces. One of the more popular Colonial issues, struck in 
England between 1792 and 1794. (Page 49 of the Guidebook.)

18 1793/1794 Talbot, Allum, and Lee Birmingham Halfpenny, Vlack-10, MINT 
STATE-63, lovely olive-brown surfaces, with one spot at lower left obverse. 
Popular tradesman issue, “Payable in London” on edge. (Page 49 of the 
Guide Book) 


EXCEPTIONAL WASHINGTON CENT 


19 1791 Washington Cent, Small Eagle, Baker - 16, R - 3, MINT STATE-63, fully 
Prooflike. Surfaces toned an attractive chocolate-brown with touches of gun- 
metal iridescence. Extremely attractive, in fact, one of the finest we’ve handled in 
recent years. The resurgence of popularity in Washingtonia should make this 
piece a “star” of our 1982 FUN offerings. (Page 53 of the Guidebook.)

20 (1795) Washington Liberty & Security Penny, Lettered Edge, Baker - 30, R - 
2, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55, Prooflike. Toned a pleasing rusty brown. 
(Page 55 of the Guide Book) 


HALF CENTS 


21 1793 Gilbert/Cohen-3, R-3, FINE-12, marvelously problem-free, devoid of the 
usual surface and rim problems, and embued with a pleasing moderate brown 
color. This rare one-year type presents a challenge to the devoted copper col¬ 
lector: to locate an attractive, problem-free specimen. The connoisseur will ap¬ 
preciate the example we offer for just those very qualities. From the 
Heller Collection, (black and white plate photo) 

22 1795 Lettered Edge With Pole, Gilbert/Cohen-1, R-2, VERY GOOD-8, a few 
minor rim digs on the obverse. Pleasing color. 

23 1795 Lettered Edge With Pole, Gilbert/Cohen-1, EXTREMELY FINE-40, 
crisp detail for the grade. Deep brown planchet, exhibiting a bare minimum of 
contact marks. Above average for the date, which often appears poorly struck 
on porous, dark planchets, often cut down from Large Cents or Tallot, Allum 
and Lee tokens. Interestingly, the 1 of the date was produced from the same 
punch used to produce the I of “LIBERTY” and is characteristic of this varie¬ 
ty.

24 1797 1 Above 1, Plain Edge, Gilbert-4, Cohen-1, R-2, ABOUT GOOD-3, 
deep brown planchet, with a few minor obverse surface pits. Possibly rates a 
grade of Good in terms of actual wear, but lacking much detail as this piece 
was struck from shattered and buckling dies, a condition characteristic of 
most of the known example of this variety. 
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25 1828 13 Stars, MINT STATE-63, virtually full red color, with only slight 
brown toning on the high spots. Superb quality for the type collector or Half 
Cent specialist, (black and white plate photo) 

26 1828 13 Stars, MINT STATE-65, glossy chocolate brown surfaces. A well 
struck example of this obsolete denomination. 

27 1834 MINT STATE-63, the obverse virtually full red, the reverse lightly toned. 
Full strike, including all obverse stars. This superb coin would please even the 
fussiest collector. 

28 1835 MINT STATE-60, full strike. Red and brown. One small dark area, and 
one contact mark along jawline on obverse. 

29 1835 Gilbert-1, Cohen-2, MINT STATE-63, most of original mint red color re¬ 
mains, enhanced by a full cartwheel lustre. Virtually free of carbon spots. A 
fine example of this final year of general issue for the Classic Head Half Cent, 
used since 1809. 

30 1855 MINT STATE-63, partial mint red. Clean surfaces, problem-free save for 
one small stain on the neck of Liberty. A fine example of this underrated type. 


LARGE CENTS 


THE DENNIS HELLER COLLECTION OF 1793 CENTS 


The Chain Cents of 1793 are considered to have been the first regular issue U.S. coins. It 
seems that Chief Coiner Henry Voight was unable to locate an engraver to prepare the dies, 
so out of necessity he prepared them himself. 

Voight chose simple motifs: the linked chain that had been used on the February 1776 issue 
of Continental Currency, Continental Dollar patterns, the Fugio Cents of 1787; and a 
windswept head, the personification of Liberty. 

Pieces were struck beginning in March of 1793, and by the end of the month the public's 
disfavor was obvious. The Boston Argus called the chain a “bad omen,” and said that Liberty 
herself appeared “in a fright.” Within months the primitive chain design was shelved. Voight 
never executed another die. The task of redesigning the Cent and the Half Cent went to 
Adam Eckfeldt. 

New England offers a very pleasing selection of four high grade Chain Cents, and five Wreath 
Cents from the collection of Dennis Heller. All are attributed according to Dr. William H. 
Sheldon’s classic reference work Penny Whimsey (Early American Cents 1793-1814).

31 1793 Chain AMERICA, Sheldon-3, FINE-12, nice even wear, with no major 

planchet or edge problems. Bold chain. A few ancient pinscratches near L of 
LIBERTY are the only noticeable surface irregularities. A prize for the type 
coin collector. From the Heller Collection, (black and white plate photo)

ANOTHER LOVELY 1 793 CHAIN CENT 


32 1793 Chain AMERICA, Sheldon-4, R-4, VERY FINE-30, another exceptional 

Chain Cent, with nice detail, including many of the intricate hair strands which 
characterized this early copper. There are a few minor edge nicks on the 
obverse, while the reverse is nicely free of such distractions. From the 
Heller Collection. 


PRIME QUALITY 1 793 CHAIN CENT 


33 1793 Chain AMERICA, Sheldon-4, R-4, VERY FINE-30, superb for the 

grade. Crisp detail is only lightly and evenly worn. The edges retain virtually 
full integrity without any major dings or bruises. Surfaces are clean (except for 
two small contact marks at 4 o’clock obverse field) and exhibit rich mahogany 
brown color. A magnificent example of one of America’s most popular type 
coins, and a scarce Chain variety, with periods after LIBERTY and 1793 on 
obverse.

EXCEPTIONAL 1 793 CHAIN CENT 


34 1793 Chain AMERICA, Sheldon-3, R-3, EXTREMELY FINE-40, an out¬ 
standing Chain Cent, with only light, even wear on pleasing deep reddish 
brown surfaces. Unusually clean rims and surfaces, the only bagmark worthy 
of note being a small scratch between the O and N of ONE on the reverse. 
Such quality in a Chain Cent is truly rare and deserving of a strong five-figure 
bid. Easily the finest Chain Cent NERCA has ever had the privilege to offer. 
From the Heller Collection. 

35 1793 Wreath Reverse, Lettered Edge With Single Leaf, Sheldon 11-C, R-3, 
VERY GOOD-8, light verdigris on the surfaces, with a trace of porosity. One 
small (4mm) cut in the hair on the obverse. Overall a pleasing example of this 
popular one year Large Cent type. 


PLEASING 1793 WREATH 


36 1793 Wreath, Sheldon-8, R-3, VERY GOOD-IO, smooth medium brown sur¬ 

faces. No detracting marks or rim problems. Customary weakness diagonally 
across center reverse, as seen on the coin to follow. From the Heller Collection,

37 1793 Wreath, Vine and Bars Edge, Sheldon-8, R-3, VERY GOOD-IO, nice 
bold detail on obverse. Reverse exhibits some weakness from S of STATES 
diagonally through center of coin to CA of AMERICA, but this is characteristic 
of the variety, where a slight die crack and bulge developed along that axis. 
Deep brown surfaces exhibit very slight graininess. Rims mostly mark free, 
one small cut at 10 o’clock obverse. Quite attractive overall. From the

38 1793 Wreath, Vine and Bars Edge, Sheldon-9, R-2, EXTREMELY FINE-40, 
attractive and well struck specimen. Appears to have been lightly repaired in 
the obverse fields. Obvious die imperfection on Liberty’s face.

39 1793 Wreath, Vine and Bars Edge, Sheldon-9, R-2, EXTREMELY FINE-40, 
well struck throughout, and exhibiting very smooth, mostly mark-free and 
slightly glossy surfaces. One rim bump at 7 o’clock obverse. Unusually attrac¬ 
tive mahogany brown color. Probably the nicest Wreath Cent NERCA has 
ever offered. From the Heller Collection, (photo) 

40 1800 80 Over 79, Style 2 Hair, Sheldon -196, EXTREMELY FINE-40, cleaned 
long ago, now attractively retoned to a deep bluish-brown. Pleasingly free of 
abrasions. Popular overdate. 

41 1807/6 S-273, FINE-12, light contact marks. Popular overdate cent. 

42 1811 Perfect Date, Sheldon-2, R-2, EXTREMELY FINE-45, obverse detail 
closer to Almost Uncirculated. Very attractive overall, with smooth dark sur¬ 
faces. Second scarcest date within this elusive type. 

43 1812 EXTREMELY FINE-40, well struck on a clean glossy planchet. 

44 1817 13 Stars, MINT STATE-63, lustrous. Mostly brown with touches of red 
at the periperhies. 

45 1817 13 Stars, MINT STATE-63, well struck with considerable mint red 
among the devices. Reverse near Gem quality. Quite lustrous with ample 
mint color.

46 1818 MINT STATE-63, mostly brilliant with areas of light brown. Only some 
minor spotting keeps this from Gem quality, with one notable discolored area 
at OF on reverse.

63 1857 MINT STATE-63, sharp detail. Mellow gold color with some minor rim 
nicks. Variety with doubled or recut date. Always popular as a type coin. 

64 1857 MINT STATE-63, sharp obverse detail with pleasing light brown sur¬ 
faces. No major spotting of any kind.

The Draped Bust, Small Eagle Half Dollar of 1796-1797 has long been recognized as the 
rarest U.S. silver type coin. Only approximately 170 specimens of this major type are said to 
exist. The total mintage for the two years has been estimated at 4,000 coins by A1 Overton. 

Robert P. Hilt’s more recent theory states that the 1797 delivery of 4,000 coins consisted only 
of 1796 dated pieces. The first delivery of halves, he contends, struck in 1801 and totaling 
8,160 pieces, consisted solely of 1797 dated pieces. Despite this combined mintage of over 
12,000 coins, only one out of every 74 exists today.

Superb Trade Dollars are a rarity, and Carson City Trade Dollars are almost 
unknown in this pristine condition.

The 1878-CC sports the lowest mintage in the Trade Dollar series, with 
only 97,000 reported struck, but even this fact belies its true rarity, as many if 
not most of the issue was melted for bullion shortly thereafter. The tiny surviv¬ 
ing population saw hard use and abuse in the rough and wild west of the 
1870’s. That an example could survive in pristine condition was a matter of 
pure chance, slim at best. These factors considered, this magnificent coin 
should win the admiration and attention of any discerning numismatist, and 
set a record price as the result.

Deep charcoal ton¬ 
ing. Proof-only, 979 minted. 
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PATTERN COINAGE 


Pattern, experimental and die trail pieces are among the most fascinating in U.S. numismatics. 
They combine stunning beauty and rarity, oftentimes at a very reasonable price. Today’s 
rather subdued market presents a fine opportunity for astute collectors and investors to 
explore this fascinating field. 

Here New England offers a small but select group of pattern and experimental issues, 
including the popular “Ring Dollar” in copper-nickel, and the 1865 With Motto Quarter in 
copper. All pieces are attributed according to Dr. J. Hewitt Judds' classic reference work 
United States Pattern. Experimental and Trial Pieces (Sixth Edition). 

744 J-73 1838, 50C, Silver, Reeded Edge, R-6, PROOF-60, a restrike issue, weigh¬ 

ing the characteristic 192 grains. Exhibiting very weakly struck central areas 
and diecracks radiating from the center of the reverse. This example is lightly 
toned, and displays a scattering of contact marks. Obverse attributed to 
Kneass, reverse is the Flying Eagle design by Gobrecht.

Garrett J-426 rode to an astounding $7,500 in active bidding two years ago. 
While the Pattern market may be somewhat more quiet today, the future 
potential remains great, and pieces such as this represent solid value today. 

751 J-903 1870, 25C, Copper, Plain Edge, R-6, PROOF-63, a virtually Gem exam¬ 
ple of this scarce issue, free of the usual carbon and showing only the lightest 
hairlines. Very attractively toned a medium chestnut with iridescent overtones. 
Probably one of the better examples of the fewer than 30 extant. 

752 J-1665 1881 1C, Copper-Nickel, Plain Edge, R-6, PROOF-65, some faint hair¬ 
lines. This 1.5 gram copper-nickel cent was designed by Charles E. Barber per 
Mint Director Snowden’s concept of a uniform series of classical, copper- 
nickel minor coinage. The portrait of Liberty executed by Barber was virtually 

■-'V-5 " identical to that used on the Liberty Head Five-Cent Piece regularly issued 

from 1883 through 1912. An interesting little piece. Ex Hughes Great ’80 Sale,

753 J-1721 1884, 1C, Nickel, Plain Edge, R-6, PROOF-65, brilliant and unusually 

lustrous for the issue. The “Holey” design, as used in 1884 and 1885, ap- 
r /^parently an attempt to increase the diameter of the cent and five-cent coins by 
id ' perforating the center, allowing a greater diameter. This appears to be the thin 
planchet, small perforation variety, listed as AW-1704. Very rare today, es¬ 
pecially so attractive.

WASHINGTON FUNERAL URN MEDAL IN GOLD 



754 (1800) Baker-166, Gold. ALMOST UNC1RCULATED-50, impaired. 

Holed as usual, and corroded over much of the right obverse surface. 
Reverse is toned a deep russet-brown with only an occasional spot of corro¬ 
sion, and a bubble of glass melted on part of the lower right surface. Dies 
prepared by Jacob Perkins of Newburyport, Massachusetts, the same Perkins 
who earlier executed some of the dies for the Massachusetts Half Cent and 
Cent, and was later noted for his steel plate engraving process for currency. 
After Washington’s death on December 14, 1799, Perkins prepared dies for 
two different memorial medals. Both bore an obverse depicting Washington’s 
portrait encircled by a laurel wreath, and the phrase “HE IS IN GLORY, THE 
WORLD IS IN TEARS” around that. One version of the medal (Baker-165) 
had a reverse with skull and crossbones, while the other (Baker-166) depicted 
an urn with the initials GW in script and an abbreviated legend of 
Washington’s biography surrounding. It is said that the former were pierced 
and worn at the Washington Masonic memorial procession held in Boston on 
February 11.1800, while the latter were pierced and worn around the necks of 
some of those attending the public memorial procession held in downtown 
Boston on February 22, 1800. Pieces were struck in gold, silver and tin. All are 
quite scarce today, with those in gold considered rare, a mere 20 or so known 

This Urn Medal in gold is a recent discovery, found in a cache of coins dated 
1821 in the foundation of a building being demolished in downtown Boston. 
(The 1821 Large Cents from our Long Beach I sale were part of this cache and 
brought record-shattering prices at that sale.) The bubble of glass melted on 
the reverse indicates that the cache probably passed through the “Great 
Boston Fire” of 1872, a conflagration that destroyed most of the Boston busi¬ 
ness district. The 1821 Cents and 1804 Half Cents were housed in a jar, and 
therefore were not affected, while this and other pieces in the group 
were damaged. 

Despite the damage, this piece is a fascinating bit of old Boston history, 
and an example of one of the most popular medallic issues in 
American numismatics, (photo)

Handsome large size gold 
medal weighing about two ounces — quite a prize for the 1850’s! 

757 1869 Mass Charitable Mechanic Association Award Medal in Gold, Julian 
AM-33, 50mm (36.15 grams), PROOF-60, a beautifully executed piece, de¬ 
signed by Christian Gobrecht. As R.W. Julian relates in his excellent work on 
the subject of U.S. Mint-produced medals, “The dies for this medal were ex¬ 
ecuted prior to 1838 and are listed in the Peale die register as *13.” Obverse 
features a classically draped woman seated, a youth standing beside her, both 
surrounded by various tools and pieces of machinery. “C Gobrecht F” is in¬ 
scribed below them, and the landmark dates of the Association, “FOUNDED 
1795. / INC 1806." below that. Awarded to Chancey Thomas for his “Physi¬ 
cian’s Buggy.” Quite appealing, and in original leather and velvet presenta- 


758 1836 R & W Robinson. Attleboro, MA. Low-104, MINT STATE-60, glossy 
lustrous surfaces highlighted by attractive chestnut toning and glimmers of 
original mint red. Variety with A pointing to dot. An attractive Hard 
Times token. 

759 1837 Feuchtwanger Cent. Low-120 (4E), R-3, VERY FINE-20, a few light pin- 
scratches through the word CENT on the reverse.

the 'A(. Privately issued currency from the era (scrip) often came in odd 
denominations such as 6/ cents, \2'A cents, and so forth in fractions or mul¬ 
tiples of the basic 12!4-cent “Bit.” As we stated before, an extremely rare, im¬ 
portant and fascinating relic of a bygone era, a prize for the token specialist.

Graded Proof-65/65 by the American Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion Certification Services, whose authentication and grading papers ac¬ 
company the coin. A few extremely faint hairlines scattered among the fields 
do nothing to detract from the appearance of this spectacular cameo Proof. 

Called by many “the King of the Morgan Dollars business strikes,” it seems 
that 12,000 Morgan Dollars were struck at Philadelphia in the depression year 
of 1895, and another 880 were struck as Proofs for collectors. While the 880 
were distributed to collectors, it appears that no 1895 Dollars were released 
into general circulation. While no one is certain precisely what became of 
them, it appears that they were bagged and then stored for years. Many 
believe the entire issue was melted in 1918 (along with 270 million other silver 
dollars) according to the Pittman Act. 

This left the 880 pieces in collectors’ hands as the only known 1895 Morgan Dollars 
from the Philadelphia Mint. Thus any collector striving to complete a set of Morgan 
Dollars must look to this tiny Proof mintage for a representative of the 1895 Dollar, and 
it is this competition among collectors which has made the 1895 Dollar one of the most 
desirable of American coins. This magnificent certified Proof-65/65 will prove to be one 
of the most desirable coins of this fine sale, (photo) (color photo)

BECHTLER COINAGE 


Gold was first discovered near Charlotte, North Carolina in 1799. It was not until 1828. however, 
that it was mined on a large scale, creating the first “gold rush” in the United States. 

In 1830 Christopher Bechtler and his family, German immigrants, moved to the heart of the gold 
region, Rutherfordton, North Carolina, and set up shop as a jeweler. By 1831 he was minting 
coins from the locally mined gold at the request of the miners. 

Christopher Bechtler’s mint operated from 1831 to 1842, coining well over $2 million in gold of 
$1, $2.50. and $5 denominations, ranking him as the most prolific of the private gold coiners. It 
has been estimated that the Bechtler Mint handled 40% of the gold mined in that region during 
that period. The issues were well respected for their honest value, and circulated freely in the 
region for many years. When Christopher died in 1842, coinage continued until about 1850 in $1 
and $5 denominations under his nephew, August Bechtler. 

Today, Bechder pieces are scarce and very desirable. The offering below includes all three 
denominations. The $1 K-l is especially popular as the first $1 gold coin produced in the United 
States, antedating the Federal gold Dollar.

One tiny edge nick on the reverse 
at 4 o’clock, no other worthy of mention. A marvelous example of early ter¬ 
ritorial gold coinage, minted during the same period in which the Charlotte 
Mint was established. The Bechtler issues had filled the need for gold refine¬ 
ment and coinage in the North Carolina region up to the time of the establish¬ 
ment of the Charlotte facility. After the mint was in place in 1838 the volume 
of Bechtler issues dropped off noticeably, though August Bechtler continued 
to strike gold coins out of Carolina gold in One and Five Dollar sizes, his One 
Dollar coins filling the need for that denomination. With the introduction of 
the U.S. One Dollar gold coin in 1849, that need too was filled, and in the early 
1850’s August Bechtler ceased coinage altogether, bringing the era of private 
issue Appalachian gold to a close.

Small rim bump at 4 o’clock 
reverse. Traces of coppery toning among the devices. Struck by the United 
States Assay Office of Gold under contract from the U.S. government. The 
first California United States Assay Office under Moffat and Company reor¬ 
ganized in 1852 under three of the former Moffat partners, Joseph Curtis, 
Philo Perry and Samuel Ward, to become the U.S. Assay Office of Gold. 
Strong arguments exist for considering the U.S. Assay Office to be a pro¬ 
visional branch mint (see Don Kagin’s Private Gold Coins and Patterns of the 
United States), thus qualifying these issues as regular issue U.S. coinage. 
While others may disagree, it is certain that these pieces are among the most 
interesting in American numismatics. A piece such as that offered here would 
make a wonderful addition to any collection of territorial or U.S. gold coins.

Apparently, an eastern designer was asked to create a die featuring “Pike’s 
Peak.” The designer, having no concept of what Pike’s Peak looked like, ex¬ 
ecuted a single craggy peak rising from the prairie floor. Clark and Gruber and 
Company had no better die to use, and struck their 1860 dated $10 gold coins 
using this odd die. By the following year they switched to a more traditional 
Liberty Head obverse, with eagle reverse, leaving the Pike’s Peak mountain 
type as one of the more distinctly unusual private issue gold types ever produc¬ 
ed.

LATED-55, struck far better than average, with strong hair and feather detail. 
Much sharper than the Kagin plate coin. Traces of coppery tint near the 
borders. Free of any detracting rim abrasions, the slight irregularity on the 
reverse border at 3 o’clock is related to the edge reeding, as made. No discern- 
able wear per se. Very lightly cleaned at one time, possibly with baking soda, 
leaving few hairlines but giving a polished effect to the high points and fields. 
Overall a very attractive example of the second type of Clark, Gruber and 
Company Quarter Eagle, with PIKES PEAK on coronet, CLARK, GRUBER & 
CO” on reverse above eagle.

A Brief History of the Charlotte Mint 


The first recorded discovery of gold in America occurred in 1799 near Charlotte, North 
Carolina. From then until 1828 mining was sporadic. In 1828 the volume of gold mined 
increased dramatically, prompting America’s first “gold rush.” 

Suddenly there was a pressing need for assaying and minting facilities. Christopher 
Bechtler’s Rutherfordton facility began operation in 1831, assaying and minting coins from 
locally mined ore. It wasn’t until 1835, however, that Congress passed legislation 
authorizing the establishment of branch mints in Charlotte, North Carolina; Dahlonega, 
Georgia; and New Orleans, Louisiana.The Charlotte and Dahlonega branches were set up 
principally to accommodate local gold minings. 

Colonel John Wheeler was appointed the first Superintendent of the Charlotte Mint. Under 
his guidance, the Federal-style mint building (designed by William Strickland) was filled 
with machinery shipped from Philadelphia. In December 1837, the facility was open for 
deposits of bullion. 

On March 3, 1838, half eagle coins were struck at Charlotte, thus marking the first 
American coins struck at a branch mint and bearing a mintmark. Coinage continued in 
quarter eagle and half eagle denominations until late July, 1844, when a fire destroyed the 
building. Coinage was resumed in October of 1846, although it remained in very low pro¬ 
duction until the outbreak of the Gvil War. 

By early 1861 war was beckoning. In April North Carolina Governor John Ellis issued 
orders for troops to seize various Federal installations, and on April 20 the Charlotte Mint 
was quietly taken over by southern forces. 

Mint Assayer J.H. Gibbon informed Mint Director J.R. Snowden of the seizure in a letter of 
resignation: “While I write, the People are hoisting a Confederate flag over the Mint 
Building, and on going out, I find an armed guard from a volunteer company at the door.” 

The rebel government struck fewer than a thousand half eagles at Charlotte during the next 
month. Then an act of the Confederate Congress halted operations. 



During Reconstruction it was proposed that the mint be revitalized. But gold mining had 
tapered off, and rebuilding the mint would prove costly. It operated as an assay office for 
severed years after the Gvil War, and later was abandoned. Local citizens saved the building 
from demolition in the 1930’s, moved and refurbished it. It became what it is today: The 
Mint Museum of Art in Charlotte. 

Coins of no other mint offer such a consistent challenge to the modem day numismatist. 
Only $5 million in gold was struck during the quarter century of operation. Many of the 
issues had mintages of only a few thousand, of which 1 % or fewer survived due to Civil War 
era meltings and exportation. Examples rarely survive above VF. Still, the rarity and historic 
appeal of these pieces fascinate both specialists, historians, and even the most casual 
observers. 

The Orchard Hill Collection is one of the finest assemblages of Charlotte coinage ever 
collected, complete with the finest known 1849-C Open Wreath Dollar, of which just three 
are known. 

The collection is quality oriented as well. Most of the coins are far above average, condition 
census, or finest known for their issues. The patience and eye for quality taken to assemble 
The Orchard Hill Collection establishes it as a high numismatic achievement.

This is the Newcomer-Roach-Williams-Schermerhom specimen, the finest of 
the three known examples. Without peer as the rarest Charlotte Mint Gold coin 
by a wide margin the rarest Gold Dollar, and ranking as one of the rarest of all 
U.S. Gold coins. Only three are known, these being: 1. Waldo Newcomer- 
Beldon Roach-Charles M. Williams-Robert F. Schermerhom — 1956 ANA, 
Auction ’79, Orchard Hill Collection (the present coin); 2. New Netherlands Coin 
Co, stile to a private party, reputed to be a strong Extremely Fine specimen; 3. 
Pine Tree GENA 1974 Lot *1952, graded Very Fine, formerly mounted, realiz¬ 
ing $35,000. 

This specimen was the first to come to light, became part of the Newcomer 
Collection, and was sold in the Beldon Roach Mail Bid Sale of 1944. This coin 
was pictured in the March 1951 issue of the Numismatist (page 301) with a letter 
to the to the editor describing its rarity. It was later sold in the 1956 ANA sale of 
the sum of $6,500, an incredible price at the time, underscoring the importance 
and desirability of the coin. 

As the finest known example of this massively rare issue, we expect there to be 
keen, almost frantic competition among specialists in the field and among those 
who appreciate U.S. coinage of the highest rarity. 

Truly this coin ranks as one of the “aristocrats” of all U.S. coinage, and fully 
deserves being labeled as “The King” of all Charlotte Gold coins, (photo) (color 
photo) 

1351 1849-C $1 Type One, Closed Wreath, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, not well 
struck through hair detail. Numerous light hairlines, with ample lustre remaining 
in protected areas. While not a Gem, this is far above average for the issue, 
which is seldom seen above Very Fine, (black and white plate photo) 

1352 1849-C $1 Type One, dosed Wreath, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, a se¬ 
cond example of this issue, and perhaps slighdy better than the last, with a bet¬ 
ter strike, especially in the hair of Liberty. One tiny contact mark blends with end 
of nose. Semi-prooflike obverse fields, reverse partially lustrous with a trace of 
copper toning. Again, far above average for the date.

1353 1850-C $1 Type One, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55, variety with very heavy 

double outlined stars on obverse, with hooks and extensions from the ends of 
several points. A pleasing specimen with light wear and the average complement 
of light hairlines. Breen estimates fewer than 70 pieces survive in all grades, 
(black and white plate photo) 


SUPEREOR 1850-C 


1354 1850-C $1 Type One, MINT STATE-63, full bold strike on all details, unusual 
for any Charlotte Mint issue. Glittering brilliant Semi-prooflike surfaces, with a 
trace of porosity near trunk of neck, probably from some shallow die rust and 
thus as made. A few light hairlines and a small facial abrasion do not detract 
from the overall attractiveness of this piece. Probably one of the finest known, 
ranking at Condition Census level, (color photo) 

1355 1851-C $1 Type One, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55, most of the lustre intact. 
A few minor rim nicks on obverse. B-l variety, quadruple clash marks on reverse 
within wreath, (black and white plate photo) 


SUPERB 1851-C — ONE OF THE FINEST KNOWN 


1356 1851-C $1 Type One, MINT STATE-67, exquisite satiny lustre blazes from vir¬ 
tually mark-free surfaces. Considered by many to be the most common 
Charlotte Mint Gold Dollar, but in this superb state of preservation this coin is of 
the highest rarity. From the standpoint of condition, this coin is one of the high¬ 
lights of the Orchard Hill Charlotte set, standing head-and-shoulders above any 
other example of this date we have ever seen or handled. Easily worth a record 
bid. (photo) (color photo) 

1357 1852-C $1 Type One, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-58. a virtually Uncirculated 
example of this scarce Dollar, with a mintage of only 9,434. A few tiny scattered 
contact marks, three barely noticeable rim marks at 10 and 12 o’clock obverse, 
and 5 o’clock reverse, these mentioned for the sake of accuracy, but not de¬ 
tracting from overall appearance. Slight granularity in some of the lower obverse 
fields, and the often seen indentation at LA on reverse, these as made. Also, the 
first year of use of the larger C mintmark, almost 50* larger than that used on 
previous C-Mint Dollars, which was from the same punch used for the C 
of AMERICA. 


MINT STATE 1852-C 


1358 1852-C $1 Type One, MINT STATE-60, a very attractive specimen of this scarce 
date, with rich orange-gold lustre. A very well struck piece, far sharper than the 
Aker’s plate coin, especially in the hair and stars. A few light hairlines. Free of 
the indentation at LA (as seen on the previous coin) but a trace of porosity, prob¬ 
ably the beginning of light die rust, is still visible. Exceptionally clean, worth a 
strong four-figure bid. (color photo) 

1359 1853-C $1 Type One, MINT STATE-60, brilliant. Somewhat weakly struck in 
curls and at 18 of date. Another low mintage date, 11,515 struck, and very 
seldom found any better than Extremely Fine-40. Just a few microscopic hair¬ 
lines from Choice Mint State, (color photo) 
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THE ORCHARD HILL COLLECTION 


1360 1853-C $1 Type One, MINT STATE-60, more sharply struck than the last, with 

deeper orange-gold color. One rim bruise on obverse at 6 o’clock. A very elusive 
date in Mint State. This date possesses a distinctly doubled mint mark, the first 
being lower to the right, (color photo) 


1855-C — THE ONLY TYPE TWO CHARLOTTE DOLLAR 


1361 1855-C $1 Type Two, EXTREMELY FINE-45, traces of lustre, especially on the 

reverse in protected areas. Obverse exhibits traces of porosity at NIT, and in 
front of headdress, and is lightly clashed, all very common to this date. C mint- 
mark reduced in size to that of the C in AMERICA as on pre-1852 Dollars. 

Only 9,803 minted of this date, which has the dual distinction of being the only 
Charlotte Type Two Gold Dollar, and according to the Akers survey, of having 
the lowest average grade of any Gold Dollar. Within the past decade only a 
handful of 1855-C Dollars have come to auction that were better than this,

A SECOND 1855-C DOLLAR 


1362 1855-C $1 Type Two, EXTREMELY FINE-45, much better struck than the last, 
with better lustre and a fuller strike. A trio of small indentations appear on the 
neck and face, probably as made. One contact mark near eye, another above 
“O” on reverse, and one small rim bump at 6 o’clock obverse. Quite attractive 
overall, a very presentable example of this rare date.

1363 1857-C $1 Type Three, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-53, usual strike for this 
issue, weak at some denticles and 18 of date, with traces of planchet porosity.

A fine example of 
this very scarce date.

THE FIRST BRANCH MINT QUARTER EAGLE 


1366 1838-C $2'/2, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, lovely original surfaces retaining 
much lustre, and richly toned a coppery-gold hue. Mintmark on obverse, ob¬ 
viously recut, the first remaining very distinct setded into the top of the 3 in the 
date. Very important on several counts. First, this is the lowest mintage Qassic 
Head Quarter Eagle with only 7,880 pieces struck, and is the rarest of the type in 
terms of how frequently it appears on the market (it is probably a high R-5). Sec¬ 
ond, it stands out as the first branch mint Quarter Eagle. Third, this is far above 
average condition for the issue. A scarce and important coin, in lovely condition. 

1367 1839/8-C $2'/2, EXTREMELY FINE-45, the popular overdate Quarter Eagle. 
Average number of scattered contact marks. Attractive original coppery toning, 
with lustre among devices. Above average for the date.

1368 1839/8-C $2 l A, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, again the overdate with mint- 
mark above the left half of the 3 of date. Actually, all 1839-C Quarter Eagles are 
either 1839/8-C or 1839/39-C. This piece exhibits more lustre than the last, but 
with a couple of minor pinscratches on the obverse.

1371 1840-C $2‘/2, MINT STATE-60, full strike, with excellent sharp detail through¬ 
out. Blazing frosty surfaces, with just a few wisps of contact in fields and on the 
broad wired rims. One of only a handful of Mint State coins known to exist, the 
finest we have handled, and likely to be at least the equal of the finest known, 
(color photo) 

1372 1841-C $2 l /2, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, weakly struck, as is almost 
always the case, with detail in hair, stars and feathers lacking. Original coppery 
toning and ample lustre settled in protected areas. Another very scarce Charlotte 
issue with only 10,281 minted. Only offered at auction on the average of three to 
five times each year, (black and white plate photo) 
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CONDITION CENSUS 1841-C, FULLY STRUCK 


1373 1841-C $254, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-58, fully struck, stars are all brought 
up in centers, hair of Liberty is fully detailed, talons, leg, wing, and neck feathers 
on eagle all stand out very sharply in crisp detail. Exceptionally rare for this 
reason alone, as Akers states “always weakly struck, particularly on the head of 
Liberty.” Very little wear discernible, just some light friction in the fields. Partial 
wire rims, one small nick at 1 o’clock obverse. Very pleasing overall, probably 
“Condition Census” quality, (black and white plate photo) 

1374 1842-C $2 l /2, ALMOST UNC1RCULATED-50, average strike for this date, with 
weakness in stars, hair and eagle’s feathers. Light contact marks scattered over 
lightly cleaned surfaces. Lustre among the devices. A rare and underrated issue 
in all grades, this ranks as one of the higher grade pieces to appear on the 
market recently — one of the only pieces as well. If you cannot own the Finest 
Known 1842-C (the next lot), this becomes a very desirable alternative.

1375 1842-C $254, MINT STATE-65, the 1842-C is one of the most elusive Char¬ 

lotte Mint issues in any grade, and has not appeared at auction in anything 
above Almost Uncirculated condition since at least 1947. Breen in his mono¬ 
graph labels the 1842-C “much rarer than 1841-C” while Dave Akers in his 
volume states I have never seen a strictly Uncirculated 1842-C Quarter Eagle, 
and no more than a few that have even graded a full Extremely Fine.” 

This amazing Gem Uncirculated specimen easily ranks as the finest known 
1842-C Quarter Eagle. It simply drips original unbroken mint frost, in blazing 
satiny brilliance. The first three and twelfth stars are weakly struck, as is the 
hair to the right of the ear and the eagle’s leg, but overall this is struck some¬ 
what better than average for the date (compare with previous lot). Broad 
borders possess partial wire rims, while the surfaces are virtually free of 
blemishes. One of the highlights, both in terms of rarity and condition, of the

Scarcer than the 1843 Large Date, as about one third of the total mintage 
was of the Small Date variety, and only about one fifth of the 1843-C's offered 
are Small Date versions. Significantly, no example better than Extremely Fine 
has been offered during the past ten years. This splendid example is certain to

1377 1843-C $214, Large Date, Plain 4, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-58, mostly 
lustrous, with a touch of friction. Usual strike for the issue. Lightly recut date and 
mintmark, as usual. Larger size mintmark than on the Small Date, and used 
henceforth on Charlotte Quarter Eagles. A better than average example.

1379 1846-C $2‘/2, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55, traces of light friction remove 
this from Mint State. Nicely lustrous in protected areas. A certain degree of 
granularity around date, the result of being struck from lightly rusted dies.

Very few grade higher than this 
piece, severed of those have dull “seawater” surfaces.

Centers on both obverse and reverse ex¬ 
hibit diagonal incuse lines, an imperfection due to striking, as made. A small 
area of planchet lamination at the top of reverse, apparently common to many 
coins of this date, as the Pine Tree 1974 GENA coin and others suffer from 
areas of lamination. Lustrous and attractively toned in coppery hues. Exceed¬ 
ingly rare in this condition. Only two coins have appeared at auction in the 
past decade that claimed to be Almost Uncirculated, none better. The con¬ 
noisseur of rare Charlotte Gold should appreciate this lot. (color photo) 

1390 1852-C $254, MINT STATE-60, very rare Charlotte issue, by most accounts 
underrated in comparison to many other issues from Charlotte and 
Dahlonega. This piece is somewhat weakly struck on the reverse as usual. 
Fields exhibit a few minor contact marks, and there is a hairline scratch ver¬ 
tically over profile and diagonally on neck. Almost unobtainable in Almost 
Uncirculated, let alone Mint State. 

1391 1854-C $254, EXTREMELY FINE-40, light even wear with no problems and 
coppery toning among devices. Very scarce Charlotte issue, with a mintage of

1392 1854-C $254, MINT STATE-63, an extremely attractive example of another 

very scarce Charlotte issue, almost never encountered above Almost Uncir¬ 
culated.

A few minor hairlines in the fields and one horizontally across profile. A prize 
for the Charlotte specialist.

Probably 
high R-7 to R-8 in Mint State, this ranking as one of the very finest known. 
Extremely important coin from the Orchard Hill Collection, (photo) (color

1395 1856-C $2'A, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, much original lustre among de¬ 
vices. Characteristic depression at first star and above eagle’s head, as seen 
on many 1856-C Quarter Eagles, including the next piece. Rare and underrat¬ 
ed in any condition, especially above Extremely Fine.

In fact, it has been almost 14 years since a 
specimen has appeared above Extremely Fine (Stack’s: RL Miles, 1968) and 
over three decades since an Uncirculated specimen was sold (Numismatic 
Gallery: Memorable, 1948) 

The attractive specimen we offer here displays much original lustre with a 
sharp, almost full strike. Light even wear, two small marks by the 12th and 
13th stars on obverse. Struck during the late state of the obverse die, with 
sizable cud over the seventh star. This flaw forced the retirement of the Small 
Date die soon thereafter.

Nicely free of detracting marks, just a few micro¬ 
scopic contact marks near date and first star. Early die state without the cud 
above the seventh star, as seen on previous coin.

Rarest of all the Charlotte Mint Half Eagles, and second rarest of all Char¬ 
lotte coins (next to the 1849-C Open Wreath). This specimen, in full Mint 
State, is undoubtedly one of if not the finest known. The Orchard Hill Collec¬ 
tion is replete with many “Condition Census” and “finest known” coins. Few 
of these can match the stature of this 1842-C Small Date Half Eagle, a coin

1408 1842-C $5, Large Date, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55, the second type of 
the year with numerals of date about 50 % larger than on the Small Date coins, 
and believed to have been struck after the failure of the Small Date die in 
March, 1842. This specimen has much original lustre and light scattered con¬ 
tact marks. A very presentable example of this elusive issue, as it is rarely seen 
better than Extremely Fine, (color photo) (black and white plate photo) 


LOVELY 1842-C LARGE DATE 



1409 1842-C $5, Large Date, MINT STATE-64, virtual full strike, with good detail. 

Attractive mint bloom and free of all but the least noticeable of marks. Excep¬ 
tional quality for Charlotte coinage. Offered far more often than the 1842-C 
Small Date, but still a rarity in its own right and probably undervalued due to 
the reputation of the Small Date coin. Extremely rare in Mint State, probably 
no more than a handful extant. We have not seen the equal or better of this ex¬ 
ample on the market in many years. Truly one of the finest known, and a prize 
for the connoisseur of the best in Charlotte coinage, (photo) (color photo) 
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1410 1843-C $5, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, hardly any contact marks 

worthy of note. Lustre is present but subdued due to seawater effect. Rare in 
Almost Uncirculated, this is actually one of the only pieces of that grade to ap¬ 
pear at auction in recent years.

Only a few faint hairlines separate this from Gem quality. A rare date in Uncir¬ 
culated condition; Scott’s Encyclopedia claims “Unknown in Uncirculated.” 
Virtually identical to our 1979 ANA specimen which realized a strong $5,000 
at that time. Easily one of the finest known, as are so many of the Charlotte 
issues from the Orchard Hill Collection, (color photo) 


ANOTHER MINT STATE 1844-C 


1412 1844-C $5, MINT STATE-63, full shimmering lustre with touches of attractive 
coppery toning. Few very minor contact marks, one on neck of Liberty, but 
none too serious. Dave Akers refers to Almost Uncirculated and Uncirculated 
specimens of this date as “almost unobtainable.” This piece is not too far in 
quality from the Stacks: Bareford 1978 specimen, called the “finest known.”

Breen repeatedly states “none seen better 
than Extremely Fine,” while Akers states, “in Almost Uncirculated or Uncir¬ 
culated it is one of the rarest (Charlotte Half Eagles) and I have seen only a few 
Almost Uncirculated’s and just one Uncirculated.” Therefore, despite the 
comparatively high mintage of the 1847-C the collector can once again reason¬ 
ably expect to find only Very Fine to Extremely Fine examples.

1419 1849-C $5, MINT STATE-60, sharply struck, with much more detail than the 
preceeding lot. Also fewer contact marks than the last and toned a lighter cop¬ 
per color. Early die state, without the diecrack on the reverse. Nicely lustrous 
and quite attractive overall, (color photo) 

1420 1850-C $5, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, nicely lustrous, with the average 
strike and usual number of small contact marks. One small rim mark at 1 
o’clock obverse. One of the “common” Charlotte issues, still difficult to ob¬ 
tain above Extremely Fine. Reverse struck from same reverse die as the first 
1849-C offered above, with diecracks alongside left serif of U into eagle, etc.

1421 1850-C $5, MINT STATE-60, attractive fully lustrous surfaces. Several very 
minor rim digs are located between 5 and 8 o’clock obverse. Sharp, virtually 
full strike. One of the finest we have ever seen, (color photo) 

1422 1851-C $5, MINT STATE-60, weakly struck at centers. Deep coppery toning 
over surfaces exhibiting subdued lustre and a few light hairlines. Free of de¬ 
tracting contact marks or abrasions, however. Easily one of the nicest offered 
in years, as they are seldom offered any better then Extremely Fine, (color 
photo) 

1423 1852-C $5, EXTREMELY FINE-40, light copper toning at peripheries. One 
small cut near eagle’s leg. (black and white plate photo) 


1424 1852-C $5, MINT STATE-63, Semi-prooflike, with cameo contrast from richly 

frosted devices. A few light hairlines, but no blemishes of importance. The fin¬ 
est we have ever seen or handled, extremely rare (R-8) in Uncirculated.

1427 1854-C $5, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55, brilliant and mosdy lustrous, 
with one small hairline scratch on reverse, (black and white plate photo) 


MINT STATE 1854-C 


1428 1854-C $5, MINT STATE-63, usual strike. Rose and coppery toning over sur¬ 
faces virtually free of abrasions. Partial wire rims. With a mintage of 39,238 , 
above Very Fine are rare and Mint State coins are R-8 with only two or three 
believed to exist, (color photo) 

1429 1855-C $5, MINT STATE-63, very boldly struck for a Charlotte issue. Brilliant 
and nicely lustrous, with a series of small marks at 18 of date and at base of 
neck of Liberty and other more minute handling marks. Other than the Garrett 
specimen, no Mint State example has appeared at auction in over 13 years. 
Quality such as this is virtually unobtainable in today’s market. 


MAGNIFICENT 1855-C HALF EAGLE 



1430 1855-C $5, MINT STATE-65, beautiful satiny surfaces, virtually mark-free, 
with full unbroken satiny lustre. Microscopic hairline scratch beneath date not 
noticeable to the naked eye, but mentioned for accuracy. Somewhat less bold¬ 
ly struck than the Garrett coin, but with fewer nicks and abrasions. Probably

Reverse 
of the late die stage, exhibiting traces of rusting near eagle’s head and wing. 
Interestingly, this piece may not have been struck under authority of the U.S. 
government, but under authority of the Confederate States of America. As 
Breen relates, “Mintage 5,992 under the United States Authority, plus 887 
under the Confederacy. There is no absolutely certain way of telling these 
coins apart, although the presumption is that pieces struck from worn or 
rusted dies were presumably struck later on, and therefore most probably 
under the rebels.” At the very least, this specimen is almost certainly among 
the two or three finest known.

The rarity of the variety may be ac¬ 
counted for by rapid deterioration of the reverse die, as most of the known ex¬ 
amples exhibit heavy die cracks near ER of AMERICA. This appears to be an 
example of the early die state, prior to development of that crack and con¬ 
firmed by the faintness of the crack near the second 7 in the date. An interest¬ 
ing piece for the early gold specialist, (photo)

These tiny coins, minted out of necessity during the California gold rush days, were offered very 
infrequently at public auction until the 1950’s. During the last five years collector interest has in¬ 
creased significantly, bringing on higher prices and increased availability of many different 
varieties. Experts estimate that perhaps 5,000 to 10,000 total pieces of all varieties still exist, 
making fractional gold coins in general relatively scarce. Still, many scarce and even rare varieties 
remain moderately priced in today’s marketplace. The offering presented here includes something 
for both the newcomer and serious collector. 

As mentioned earlier, there are many extremely rare pieces in the following offering, including 
many R-l's. several pieces unlisted in Lee’s book, and several pieces which, according to the 
Doerings, have “no record of ever being offered for sale."
